LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 


Specimens  taken  from  patients  for  various  bacteriological  tests 
by  family  practitioners  are  sent  to  the  National.  Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall 
Hospital,  Manchester.  Reports  upon  such  specimens  are  sent  to 'the  patient’s 
own  doctor,  and  a  copy  of  same  is  forwarded  to  the  Health  Office, 

Five  samples  of  the  public  water  supply  have  proved  satisfactory. 

The  duty  for  the  examination  of  milk  supplies  rests  with  the 
County  Council  and  during  the  year  under  review,  15  samples  of  milk  were 
obtained  and  submitted  for  examination  for  the  presence  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis. 

In  no  instance  was  the  milk  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli.

AVI BUL AIDE  FACILITIES. 


The  area  is  covered  by  the  Hyde  Health  Division  for  general, 
accident,  and  infectious  cases,  the  number  conveyed  being  1277;  this  is  an 
increase  of  126  on  the  number  conveyed  during  I35I  and  is  in  conformity  with 
the  experience  throughout  the  Division.  The  majority  of  patients  were 
convoyed  to  the  Ashton  Group  of  hospitals. 


PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HCME. 


One  full-time  Domiciliary  Nurse  attended  11 6  patients  in 
Mott  ram  and  Broadbottom  upon  3^3  occasions. 

The  Hollingworth  district  is  served  by  a  Nurse  whose 
duties  also  include  cases  resident  in  Untwistle. 

Due  to  the  scattered  area  allocated  to  this  particular  nurse, 
she  uses  her  own  motor-car  for  which  she  is  reimbursed  for  all  official  journeys 
connected  with  her  nursing  duties  on  a  mileage  basis. 

Nursing  requisites  are  stored  at  private  addresses  in  Mott  ram 
and  Broadbottom  and  at  the  M.  &  C.  W.  Centre  at  Hollingworth.  The 

requisites,  suah  as  back-rests,  bed-pans,  etc.  are  always  available  on  loan  from 
the  stores  by  application  to  either  of  these  nurses. 


MIDWIFE  HT. 


One  midwife  allocated  to  the  district  attended  the  15  cases 
in  which  the  birth  took  place  in  the  homes  of  the  patients.  The  trend  for 
childbirth  to  take  place  in  maternity  institutions  is  revealed  by  the  fact 
that  this  figure  represents  only  22$  of  the  total  births  in  195^» 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Hollingworth  M.  &  C.  W.  Centre 
for  the  midwife  to  carry  out  examinations  of  her  patients  prior  to  confinement. 


HEALTH  YE  SITING. 


One  Health  Visitor  supervises  the  welfare  of  infants,  young 
childron,  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  by  paying  visits  to  the  homes  and 
attending  at  the  Clinics.  Visits  to  cases  of  Tuberculosis  for  Care  and

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Despite  lack  of  storage  capacity  and  occasional  difficulty  in 
the  higher  parts  of  Mottram,  the  water  supplied  to  the  district  has  been 
generally  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality.  Samples  have  been  taken 
from  the  source  of  supply  and  house  services  and  been  submitted  for  analysis 
with  satisfactory  results.  The  water  is  not  treated  in  any  way. 

There  is  one  standpipe  serving  six  houses  accommodating  about 
10  persons  while  164  further  houses  with  an  approximate  population  of  296 
people  are  dependent  on  private  sources  of  supply. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a  3”  main  was  carried  from  Broadbottom 
Road  across  the  Hyde  or  Hurstclough  Brook  to  School  Lane,  Hattersley,  to 
serve  the  isolated  farms,  none  of  which  were  connected  to  the  main  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared  to  give  greater  storage  and  better 
supply  for  the  Mottram  and  Broadbottom  Wards,  but  this  scheme  has  not  yet 
received  the  approval  of  the  Government.  The  enquiry  by  the  Manchester 
Corporation  about  housing  in  this  district  surplus  population  from  their 
area  has  complicated  the  whole  question  of  water  supply.

The  labour  and  transport  for  this  service  is  supplied  by  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  it  is  still  possible  to  collect  most  of  the 
refuse  weekly  although  certain  localities  only  have  a  fortnightly  service < 

Disposal  is  by  tipping  at  Broadbottcon  Road  Tip  which  is  fast 
filling  up.  Negotiations  for  land  at  Cafrhouse  Lane  have  broken  down. 

Should  the  Manchester  Corporation  build  large  numbers  of  houses  in  the 
District,  the  question  of  disposal  of  refuse  may  prove  rather  difficult, 

• 

The  Council  continue  to  supply  dustbins  and  sanitary  pails  on 
receipt  of  orders  from  owners  and  33  P°-ils  and  5°  dustbins  have  been  so 
suppl ied. 

SEWERAG  E. 

There  has  been  no  further  progress  with  the  Government  in  the 
plan  to  enlarge  both  outfall  works  and  sewer  as  much  of  the  district  as 
possible.  Since  last  year  a  complication  has  arisen  affecting  this  scheme, 
viz,  the  approach  by  Manchester  on  the  question  of  "overspill”.  Houses 
on  the  scale  proposed  would  entail  modifications  to  the  Councils  submitted 
plan  and  would  delay  commencement  if  no  "overspill"  come.  On  the  other 

hand,  the  definite  commitment  by  Manchester  to  build  houses  would  undoubtedly 
bring  about  this  much  needed  improvement  to  a  district  where  44^  °*“ 
houses  have  pail  closets, 

Tho  Council  grant  up  to  £8  for  each  conversion  to  fresh  water 
closets  and  14  conversions  have  been  made  in  the  year,  of  which  4  were 
compulsory.  In  addition  to  the  26  F.W.C.  in  new  property,  there  have  been 
6  extra  F.W.C.  installed  at  various  places.
